John Irvine Waa Pony Seeut In Osa- 
watemla Army — He Also Served 
In Army of Tennai 



One of John lirown's Ivauuas spies 
is living a quiet life iu tbe hills of 
Falos township, Cook county, Illinois 
Tha name of tbia man la John Irvine. 
Ha la BOW haia aad hearty at aaventy- 
tive yeara of age, and taOa aoma of the 
doings of tha Free Sollera and proalav- 
ers away back flfty-flve years ago as 
if tbey were events of yesterday. 

Irvine was one of the men to an- 
fiwer tbe call when the hero of Osa- 
wiitoiiile spoke to a crowd of Free 
Soiiers and said: "All you men who 
are Kood at shootlB' With riflas. atap 
out." 

His greatest service was that Of a 
pony scout in making trips between 
Lawrence and VVestport, Mo,, at the 
request Of John Brown, Jim Lane and 
others, to 8nd out what tha proKilavery 
forcea ware doing. He waa aeoom- 
panied on such trlpa by a comrade. 
Billy Henry, and from that day the 
two were known as the pony scouts 

.lohn Irvine at that time was barely 
twenty years old He was the son of 
a roiiiraitor ,it Saiii|iisl(y, (), and af 
tbe very siirt of the inovenieiit of the 
Free Soil adherents to populate the 
new territory witti people who would

was known as tho Ohio party, a body 
of about seveiii y-flve determined men 
lo represent the Ituckeye state, just as 
other companies bad left other states, 
many of them from the far east^ to 
light against slavery on the pralrtea of 
Kansas. 

Tli« Ohio party lo April, 1850, went 
by rati to LoulaviMt and thence to 8t 
IjOuIs by the steamboat Alva Adams. 

There they reshlppco. taking the Polar 
--'tar on the .Mlsslst-lppi, and steamed 
np the Missouri to Kansas City, 
thence overland to Lawrence, which 
was one of the Free Soil-towna Of the 
I order war days. 

It wa.«n't long until Irvine had a 
spuaking acquaintance with tbe man 
who two years after planned and start- 
ed to carry out one of the nerviest, if 
the moat fooiiab, uBdartakinga In the 
history of tha war, with wlUch tbe 
Biiri.eya follower hid no sympathy, 
however much he helped to back iUm 
up In Kansas. 

This man probably could tell, were 
he so minded, who It was who tlre<l 
ii.i tlibtorlc shot at Lawrence.
